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XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS.

No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia during 1954. 


A feature of the weather in 1954 was the lack of tropical cyclones off the North-West coast, 
resulting in below normal rains in most of the tropics during the Wet season. 


On a few occasions conditions for their development appeared favourable, but the depressions 
of the early part of the year dissipated without reaching cyclonic intensity. Towards the end 
of the year, conditions again became suspicious and storm warnings were issued for an area north 
of Roebourne. On the 31st of December a cyclone was identified moving towards the coast in the 
vicinity of Roebourne, and at the end of the year the centre was passing inland over the town. 


In the early part of the year pressure and winds followed the normal summer pattern, the 
most common situation being a low pressure trough over the tropics, extending down the West 
coast with anticyclones in the Indian and Southern Oceans. Westerly winds prevailed in the 
Kimberleys and mainly easterlies in the rest of the State. 


On one occasion in January, the simultaneous intensification of a depression over the Kimber- 
leys and an anticyclone in the Bight caused easterly gales in many places. They reached 48 
m.p.h. in Perth, damaging crops, market gardens and small craft in the river. 


As the low pressure troughs extending southward from the tropics moved eastwards across 
the State, they were preceded by northerly winds, bringing tropical air with corresponding high 
temperatures to the southern districts. This resulted in thunderstorm development over wide 
areas, and buildings were unroofed, crops damaged in places, and bushfires caused by lightning. 


In the second half of March the anticyclones were taking a noticeably more northerly track 
across the State and Autumnal conditions developed. Winds remained westerly in the North 
Kimberleys, but the easterly belt was extending further northward, and westerlies were becoming 
more frequent in the southern districts. This trend continued in April and on the 11th a southern 
depression caused strong westerlies in the South-West and South-East Divisions. The first real 
gale of the winter arrived on the 22nd. 


Little rain fell with this storm, and the first general rains of the Winter commenced on the 
22nd of May. This gave a promising though fairly late start to the growing season, but un- 
fortunately prospects in most districts deteriorated during the following months. Rainfall 
between May and November was below normal almost throughout the wheat belt, and as there had 
been little or no rain earlier in the year to build up some reserve in the soil, crops suffered. Many, 
particularly those on heavy land, were not worth harvesting, though there were some good ones on 
light land. 


Towards the end of the year conditions were about norma! in most districts, though in Perth 
the persistence of a low pressure trough just inland from the coast caused more southerly winds 
than usual, and November temperatures were the lowest on record. 


The year commenced well in the Kimberleys, with the Fitzroy River in flood for the first 
time in three years, and during the last week of January the best rains for more than two years 
were recorded. Most of the pastoral districts in the tropics received a little above their normal 
rainfall, while in those south of the tropics there was a deficiency of about one third of the annual 
total. 


The highest annual rainfall recorded im the State by a telegraphic reporting station was 5,021 
points at Walpole and the lowest 402 points at Zanthus. 


The highest temperature was 118 degrees at Geraldton on the 9th January and at Port Hedland 
on the 27th December. The lowest was 26 degrees at Bridgetown on the 9th and 10th of June. 


Details of the year’s weather are shown in the following monthly summaries :— 


January.—The best rains for two years in the Kimberley Divisions originated from a depres- 
sion which formed over the area during the second half of the month, and then moved out to 
sea in a south-westerly direction. 


It dissipated without gaining cyclonic intensity, but caused good rains almost throughout 
the tropics. The highest total for the region was 1,273 points at Broome and the lowest 80 points 
at Onslow. 


Winds were mainly westerly in the Kimberleys with easterlies elsewhere, which reached 
gale force at times in many places. 


Houses and the Town Hall were partly unroofed by a thunderstorm at Tammin on the 10th, 
while on the same day bushfires were caused by lightning over a wide area of the South-West 
Division. 


February.—South of the tropics conditions were about normal, with easterly winds and little 
or no rain. 

In the tropics rainfall was below normal though there were some totals over five inches in the 
North Kimberley Division. In the southern tropics some stations received no rain at all, and 
although roads in the Mardee-Roebourne were flooded early in the month, it was mainly due to 
rain received during January. 
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In the southern portion of the State minor bushfires were prevalent, particularly in the South- 
West Division and around the metropolitan area. One house was destroyed. 


March.—During most of this month a low pressure trough covered the tropics, but although 
low pressure centres formed in it at times, none of them developed to any marked extent. There 
were scattered thunderstorms but no good rains were received. The iron roof was lifted off the 
Derby Tennis Club shed-during one of them, and deposited intact on the road. In the southern 
half of the State the anticyclonic system was not as marked as during the preceding month, and 
frequently split into small cells, bringing south-westerly winds to the southern districts. 


Rainfall in all divisions was below the normal for the month, and a great number of centres 
received none at all. 


April.— Unusually good rains were recorded in the Kimberleys this month due to a low pressure 
trough which persisted off the North-West coast. Totals of over 10 inches were reported from 
several places, while 15 inches were recorded in less than 24 hours at Frazier Downs. Lighter, 
but good rains extended throughout the tropics and Mundiwindi just south of the tropics received 
over five inches. 


: Unfortunately, the northern sub-tropics received little benefit from these rains, and totals 
in the Gascoynes were well below normal. 


The first severe gale of the winter developed on the 22nd when pressure fell to 1,000 mbs. at 
Perth and 992 mbs. at Cape Leeuwin. The combination of low barometric pressure and westerly 
gales caused a rise in the sea level and resulted in severe erosion along the metropolitan beaches. 
At Perth the wind reached a speed of 63 m.p.h. from the W.N.W. and at City Beach 200 ft. of 
the Coast Road was undermined by the sea. 


In most places the rains produced by this storm were dissappointing, though a few places 
in the South and Central Coastal districts received falls of over an inch, and monthly totals in 
excess of four inches. 


The storm and the following anticyclone caused a strong flow of southerly air over the State, 
resulting in a marked fall in temperature. At Mundiwindi on the 29th, the maximum of 58 degrees 
was 29 degrees below normal. Cloudless skies and comparatively dry air during this period 
favoured radiation of heat during the night, and the first widespread frosts of the season occurred 
on the 28th. From this day to the end of the month similar conditions existed each night in the 
inland parts of the South-West and South-East Divisions. 


On the 5th of the month Marble Bar’s maximum temperature was below 100 degrees, for the 
first time since January. 


The heavy rains received in the tropics during this month resulted in annual totals being 
generally a little above normal despite the deficiency in rainfall during the wet season. 


May.—With the South-East Monsoon well established in the Kimberleys there was no rain in 
those divisions. There were scattered light showers in the Southern Coastal Districts from the 
beginning of the month, but in the remainder of the State rainfall was negligible until the 22nd, 
when the first general rains of the Winter were received. They resulted from an intense depression 
which gave good falls almost throughout the State, the exception being the Kimberley Division. 


From the 22nd to the end of the month there were frequent showers in the southern half of 
the State, and in Agricultural areas prospects for the coming season looked bright. 


June.—A low pressure trough produced light to moderate rains with a few good falls in the 
West Kimberley, Fortescue and the De Grey Divisions, but elsewhere in the tropics rain was 
negligible. 

South of the tropics, rainfall was below normal. During the second half of the month a series 
of southern depressions caused widespread rains, extending at times into the southern tropics, 
but in general the rains were not heavy. In the early part of the month an anticyclonic belt 
controlled the weather resulting in little or no rain, and widespread frosts. One district reported 
11 frosts in 12 consecutive days. 


A tornado struck the jarrah forrest at Dwellingup on the 19th and left a trail of broken and up- 
rooted timber about five miles long and five to 10 chains wide. 


July.—In the early part of July, anticyclones again controlled weather south of the tropics, 
little rain being recorded, but many frosts. In Perth, for the first time since records were com- 
menced 75 years ago, no rain fell before the 11th of the month. 


During the remainder of the period a series of depressions caused frequent rain and gales 
south of the tropics. At the end of the month rainfall totals in most of these districts were about 
normal. 


Rainfall in the Southern Tropical Divisions was above normal due to moderate falls received 
early in the month. In the Kimberleys, however, no rain was recorded. 


In Perth wind reached 77 m.p.h. from the W.N.W. during a gale on the 19th and frequent 
gusts over 50 m.p.h. were experienced for a period of 11 hours. 
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In the Metropolitan Area buildings were damaged, some being unroofed and others demolished ; 
trees and power lines were brought down, and dressing sheds and a groyne damaged on the beaches. 
Similar losses occurred in many country districts. 


August.—Anticyclonic systems controlled the weather during most of this month, except 
from the 18th to the 24th, when showers and westerly gales prevailed, and extended at times 
into the southern tropics. 


A few individual stations recorded more than their usual rainfall, but the average for all 
divisions was below normal while at most places in the tropics no rain was recorded. 


Gales delayed shipping on the 21st and 22nd and on the 23rd jetties and river flats were sub- 
merged in the Guildford district. 


September.—Only three southern depressions affected the weather south of the tropics during 
this month and for the fourth successive month rainfall was below normal in the agricultural 
area. Towards the end of the month wheat crops were in a critical state, and although most 
were saved by the rains of the 28th, they came too late for some of them. 


No rain fell in the tropics and a negligible amount in the Northern Subtropics. The South- 
East Division was the only one in the State where the mean rainfall exceeded the normal, and 
the surplus was mainly due to the normal fall being less than half an inch. 


Temperatures were mainly above normal, and in Perth the maximum of 87-1 degrees-on 
the 21st was the highest September temperature since 1918. 


October.—The main feature of this month was the beginning of early rains in the Kimberleys. 
The best falls were in the East Kimberleys, where totals of over three inches were recorded in 
places. 


Lighter rains fell in most other tropical districts, but a few centres mainly south-west of Onslow 
and east of Port Hedland received none. The average fall was well above normal in all tropical 
divisions. ; 


Scattered light rains fell in most of the remainder of the State, but totals were below normal 
in all but the North-East and Eucla Divisions. In the latter division and in the far south-west, 
a few stations recorded more than three inches. 


A severe frost occurred on the 7th in the southern half of the South-West Division, damaging 
crops, pastures and fruit trees. 


November.—Thunderstorm activity was responsible for further rains in the Kimberleys, 
mainly in the North-Eastern section where a few stations received falls in excess of two inches. 
In the remainder of the tropics rainfall was lighter, mainly between 10 and 50 points—and nothing 
was recorded in the Onslow-Winning Pool region. 


Totals of over three inches were also recorded in the lower south-west, and in most of the South- 
West Division rainfall was above normal. In the greater part of the South-East Division no rain 
was recorded. 


The persistence of inland low pressure troughs near the west coast in conjunction with an 
anticyclone over the Indian Ocean and depressions off the South coast, caused winds over the 
Western and Southern districts to be mainly south-westerlies. This resulted in lower temperatures 
than usual for November in these districts, and in Perth both the mean maximum of 71-1° and 
the mean minimum of 53-4° were the lowest on record for this month. 


December.—The outstanding feature of this month’s weather was the tropical cyclone which 
developed off the North-West coast towards the end of the month. As it passed inland at the 
end of 1954 it unroofed most of the buildings in Roebourne and demolished several partly com- 
pleted houses. At the same time it blew the Dulverton aground on Lewis Island. 


Most of the rain from this storm was not recorded until 1955, and the North Kimberley, 
De Grey and Fortescue were the only tropical divisions to record more than the normal rainfall. 


Outside the tropics the heaviest rain was along the South coast, where a few places recorded 
more than one inch. In the remainder of the State, rainfall was negligible.
